For-Canine, Says—Expert

bones are good for dogs. This is 
true, but with definite limitations.

A dog can digest bones because 
of the large amount of hydrochloric 
acid in his stomach.

We were behind 
“Denver Zephyr” and it really 
pulled us right along. We reach- 
ed Denver early. Tuesday morn- 
ing but didn’t get more than-.

Immediately upon leaving Den-
